(By Mrs, H. Lynch-Staunton) 
ARTICLE XII

lished a little manual “Personal 
Protection Under Atomic Attack.” In 
direct linguage and with simple 
illustrations it trietly relates what 
precautions civilians in target areas 
can take to protect themselves and 
their families, These precautions 
are divided into three categories: 
before there is an 
actual emergeney; what to do just 


before, and during an atomie ex- 
plosion; What to do after an attack 
What to do now: 
(1) Get rid of all tire hazards in 


the homes, 

(2) Prepare a suital 
the basement by reinforcing 
ing walls and ceilings, 

(3) Conduet air raid drills so that 
everyone will be trained to act al 
if bombing takes

(4) Acquaint yourself with 
essential services of the house 
that you ean quickly turn off gas 
water and eleetric mains, and the 
and cooking: apparatus. 

What to do when warning of an 
attack is sounded: 

(1) If you are caught out-of 
doors proceed quickly but calmly to 
the nearest building for shelter, 


(2) In the shelter, lie down flat 
on your stomach with your face 
pressed into your folded arms 

(3) If you are in your house, do 
What can be done quickly about 
shutting doors and windows and 
turning off gas and electricity, and 


smothering fires. 

(4) Proceed to the basement shel 
ter and lie down, face downwards. 
Remember the most important thing 
is to be in the shelter when the raid 
occurs, You may have five minutes 
after the warning is sounded,
